FACTS ABOUT LIVE STOCK. 



The most populous horse country in 
the world is Russia, in Kuropc. It ha* 
20.000.000 of horses. The fnited 
States comes nest, with a horse popu- 
lation of more than lo.Ooo.ooo. In pro- 
portion to the number of inhabitants 
the United States is far richer in 
horses than Russia. But in that pro- 
portion the t'nited States is in turn 
far surpassed by the Arjrentinc lU?pub- 
lic, where, according to the latest ac- 
cessible figures, there are a few more 
horses than people. The countries of 
western and southern Europe are 
thinly populated with horses compared 
with the American continent and 
Russia. Italy, with a human popula- 
tion of more than 80,000,000, has only 
730,000 horses, but it has almost twice 
as many mules and donkeys as horses. 
Spain has only a few more thBn 300,000 
horses, or about one horse to every 
sisty people. Most of the "cavaliers" 
of Spain ride on donkeys. The United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
hat only about 8,000,000 horses. 

The United State* is the most popu- 
lous mule country in the world. It is 
also, by many millions, the most popu- 
lous i>ig- country, possessing over 4d,- 
000,000 swine. There is also a larger 
proportion of pigs, to the human popu- 
lation than in any other country- 
larger even than in Ireland, a country 
which is popularly but mistakenly sup- 
posed to be the Utopia of the pig. The 
country of the sheep, par excellence, 
is Australia- On that continent there 
are a few more than 8.000,000 people, 
but there are tW.000,000 sheep: that is 

In the Catted States 
we have only about 47,000,000 sheep, 
which, though a. larger sheep popula- 
tion than that of any other country 
except Australia and the Argentine 
Republic.

ENGINE SPARKS 

Drop Into a Car Filled With 
Powder. 



Train Lifted From the Track and 
Huried Down an Embankment,

Dai.tos, O.. Oct la— One of the most 
terrible wrecks In the hifnv.ry <>f the 
Kt Wayne railroad occurred atKc/clodc 
Monday (»e mile weat of the village of 
North L*!banon. A local freight train, 
t-onsistinK of nineteen cars, fourteen of 
which were (foodolaa loaded with dirt 
aad four box cars containing flour and 
onions, uod also one loaded with pow- 
der mude up the train. Sparks from 
the engine ignited the powder in the 
car, and, after issuing forth a puff of 
smoke und a flash of light, the powder 
exploded with a terrific crash. The 
train wus lifted from the track 
and hurled down an embankment, 
leaving hardly enough of the cars 
to be properly designated as 
such. The engineer and (Iremnn of the 
train were painfully burned about the 
face, but It is thought not seriously. 
Charles Iktrdner and Samuel MeDar 
mot t. of Canton, were on the train beat- 
ing their way from Orrville to Maasib 
Ion when the shock carac. They wore 
thrown from the car beneath the 
wreckage Hordner's ear was torn en- 
tirely off and several bones were frac- 
tured, lie is injured internally and 
probably fatally. McDermott crawled 
out from under the timber half an hour 
after the wreck without a scratch.

Engineer E. R. Colvin, Crestline, hor- 
ribly burned about the face and hands.

Chatiaj Borden, Canton, beating his 
way from Orville, right arm broken, 
one ear torn off and internal Injuries 
sustained; may not recover. 

Siunuel S. McDermott, Canton, beat- 
ing his way from Orrville, only slightly 
bruised. 

The Injured men were taken to a 
farm residence near by, where Dr. Hill, 
of North Lawrence, administered med- 
ical aid. 

The father of younir Hordner, who is 
thought to be fatally injured, ta the 
bridge foreman on the Cleveland, Co- 
LtUabOB and Sandusky railway, while 
McDcrmott's father is manager of the 
rjaltad States Auction syndicate. 

The explosion was plainly heard 
twenty miles away, und people from 
all the neighboring towns flocked to 
the wreck, which will result in the 
largest financial loss which the com- 
pany suffered for many years. The 
track Is torn up for a distance of sev- 
enty yards, eighteen freight cars arc 
demolislted and the road can not be 
opened to traffic until Tuesday after- 
noon or evening. World's fair trains 
will lie carried around the scene on lo-

DIE FROM NEGLECT. 
Thirty -three Hablea Dead Within Six 
Work* In a Foundling AaytaBB 

Ha.n FraHCISCO, Oct 10.— A shocking 
scandal has been caused here by the 
coroner's investigation of the San Fraa- 
ciseo Foundling asylum, where thirty- 
three babies have died within the past 
six weeks. The place has been closed. 
The coroner ascertained that the 
thirty-three waifs died of nii*treat- 
ment and lack of food. The Daughters 
of the Good Shepherd publicly 
branded the asylum as a slaughter- 
house for babies. The sanitary con- 
ditions of the asylum are very bad. It 
is charged that the nurses and attend- 
ants occupied the sunny rooms upstairs 
and kept the babies in damp, dark 
apartments Before the coroner Mon- 
day it was developed that the dead 
babies had been kept on the ureruisen 
four days. The official undertaker at 
the institution testified thut when an 
infant died, the attendants put the 
body in a box under the front dooi* 
steps, and they were kept there like so 
much garbage until he came to take 
them away. He had found three bodiei- 
caat indiscriminately into the box at 
one time.
